the waste water of every sort which was poured down. 
The offensiveness of toe place became such that a notice 
from the Board of Health was served upon the proprie¬ 
tor, requiring him to take some remedial measures. 
The explorations made for this purpose revealed a hor¬ 
rible state o< things beneath the planking of toe back¬ 
yards, and beneath the houses themselves. The soil 
was saturated three feet deep with toe house stops, and 
this permanently confined dampness bad rotted the 
plank pavement and the lower boards and timbers of 
the houses. The suspicion of some occupants of the 
houses that there had been dead rate in their walls now 
received a different and even less satisfactory solution. 
A physician who was called to look at this state of| 
things during the short time that it remained uncovered 
said that he had a year before warned one of the fami¬ 
lies there, when their child died, that they could not 
expect good health while they lived iu that locality. 
And yet that locality is divided only by the breadth cf 
a street from the finest houses in Chester Park, and it 
faces the City Hospital, at the distance only ot a stone’s
